PEKING, Nov. 6.—Baron Gon- 
suke Hayashi, Japanese Minister to 
China, has informed the Chinese 


foreign office that Viscount Ishi, 
head of the Japanese mission in the 
United States, and Secretary of 
State Lansing have signed an agree- 
ment by which the United States 
recognizes* Japan’s special interest 
in China and under which Japan 
and the United Stafes reaffirm the 
‘o‘pen door’ policy in China. The 
agreement, it was stated, was sign. 
ed November 2. 

For a long time the questions of 
the open door for trade in China 
and Japan's claims to special in- 
terests in that country, have been 
the sourcés of diplomatic activity 
between the United States and other 
powers and Japan. 

Since the Russo-Japanese 
Japan has soughf fo extend her 
sphere of influence in China, both 
commercially and politically, which 
has resulted in considerable diplo- 
matic controversy in which China 
herself took part in opposing 
Japan’s ambitions,

Haig struck another 
blow at the German 
Passchendaele ridge early 
“Satisfactory progress,”’ 
ported in statement. 
British commander-in-chief 
announced his latest drive ‘‘was In 
the neighborhood of Passchendaele.” 

It was his eighth smash 
since September 20, and 
general sector out of Ypres.
